BATTLE IN 

KULA GULF 
U.S. Destroyer 
Torpedoed. 


UNITED States Navy com- 

munigué in Washington last 

night confirmed an earlier 
report of a naval battle between 
U.S. and Japanese warships in the 
Kula Guif, near New Georgia isiand, 
and stated that, while considerable 
damage was inflicted on the Japa- 
nese, United States ships suffered 
some damage, and a destroyer was 
lost. 

The communiqué stated :— 

“U.S. warships inflicted consider- 
able damage on Japanese warships 
in a brief sea battle in Kula Gulf 
to-day. 

Sone damage was suffered by 
United States ships,’’ the com- 
muniqué adds. “ The destroyer 
Strong was torpedoed and sunk by a 
Japanese submarine on the night of 
July 4-5.”’ 

he communiqué said that on 
Sunday night the U.S. destroyer, 
Strong, was torpedoed and sun 
while bombarding Japanese positions 
on New Georgia island. On Monday 
evening Army Liberators attacked 
installations on Ballale island, in the 
Shortlands, starting fires.

since early Monday to 1,019 tanks 
and 314 ’planes.”’

The result of the first days of 
fighting cannot be regarded as 
decisive. No large-scale break- 
through has been made, though the 
attackers had all the advantages of 
superior forces concentrated at one 
point. Even if a large proportion 
of the 800 damaged tanks are re- 
paired with the customary German 
speed, another two days of this sort 
of fighting will blunt the power of 
the Axis attack considerably. It is 
impossible to gauge at the moment 
which way the battle will go, but 
it may be noted that the Soviet 
defence, depending on numbers and 
mobility, is proving very effective. 

During the fighting the sky <was 
full of Soviet fighters, including the 
latest model of the Yak-7, which, it 
is claimed, played havoc with suc- 
cessive waves of dive-bombers. 


AXIS REPORT 


Fierce Russian attacks at Byel- 
gorod, where fighting on Monday 
developed into a great battle, were 
reported by the German News 
Agency. ‘‘ Throughout the day,” 
the Agency said, “ the Soviets threw 
in new divisions and tank brigades, 
which, supported by whole regiments 
of Stormovik aircraft, ; stormed the 
German lines to recapture a height 
and the adjoining sectors on either 
side. 

“South of Orel heavy fighting 
flared up on a broad front and, at 
first, it seemed as if the enemy 
would be able to carry off a major 
victory in this sector. But he was 
so severely mauled by fire from the 
German guns and afitomatic weapons 
that he was first held immediately 
in front of the main German line, 
and then driven back to his initial 
positions by counter-attack.”

Role in War 


A million and a quarter voters go 
to the polls to-day to elect a new 
South African. Parliament, the 
culmination of the strangest election 
campaign in the country’s history, 
says Reuter’s Capetown correspon- 
dent. | 

After nearly four years of war 
the country is. going te decide 
whether it will remain in the fight 
with the United Nations against the 
Axis Powers or don neutral garb. 
That is the main and only imme- 
diate issue at stake, with the Oppo- 
sition demanding an end of the 
“British connection,” the estab- 
lishment of a Republic and with- 
drawal from the war. 

It is not expected, says Reuter, 
that the a. ur cae election cry 
will find much response except from 
those of its followers’ who have all 
along been hostile to the Govern- 
ment’s war policy and to any 
friendly association with Britain. 

In the last Parliament the Coali- 
tion Government enjoyed a majority 
of 21 over the Opposition—87 seats 
to 66. Principal Opposition group 
is the Nationalist (Republican) 
Party, led by Dr. D. F. Malan, 
who has told the electorate that if 
he was returned to power he would 
make peace with the Axis,

Mr. Churchill’s 
Tribute to 
Sikorski 


Mr. Churchill paid tribute yester- 
day in the British House of Commons 
to the memory of General Sikorski, 
whom he described as “ the embodi- 
ment of that spirit which has borne 
the Polish nation through centuries 
of sorrow and is unquenchable by 
agony.”’ 

The Prime Minister said: “General 
Sikorski was a man of remarkable 
pre-eminence, both as statesman and 
soldier. His agreement with Marshal 
Stalin on July 30, 1941, was an out- 


wisdom. We British here and 
throughout the Commonwealth and 
Empire—who declared war on 
Germany because of the invasion of 
Poland, in fulfilment of our guarantee 
—feel deeply for our Polish Allies 
in a new loss. We express our 
sympathy and: we proclaim our 
resolve that Sikorski’s work as Prime 
Minister and Commander-in-Chiet 
shall not have been done in vain.”’ 
Mr. Churchill expressed the 
IMMA sympathy with Madame 
Sikorski, who lives in England, and 
also with the relatives of Colonel 
Cazalet, M.P., and Brigadier-General 
Whiteley, M.P. for Buckingham, who 
also lost his life in the crash.

A jury returned a verdict of death from shock and hamorrhage 
following a gunshot wound inflicted by a bullet fired by a detective 
at Lower Mount street in the execution of his duty. 


Counsel for the Attorney-General 
said that Griffith, who escaped from 
Mountjoy with five othe? men on 
March 13, 1942, was wanted for 
complicity in the shooting of George 
Hill at Ringsend on the night of 
June 1 last, and in the attempted 
armed robbery of a Dublin Cor- 
poration rent office on June 16 last. 


IDENTIFIED 


The shooting was described by 

a‘ detective-sergeant, who said that 
he was in charge of a car which 
patrolled Ringsend and Sandymount 
in search of Griffith and others. 
Driving along Lower Mount street, 
in the direction of the city, he saw 
Griffith cycling in front, but. passed 
him to make sure. Witness went 
on: ‘Griffith shot past the car, 
which was travelling slowly in a 
bid to squeeze him against the 
kerb, I changed to second gear, 
accelerated, and ‘closed in on him 
after he had got 100 yards away. 
When I was within four yards he 
drew a revolver, swung round and 
fired a shot which hit the rim of 
the left head lamp and lodged in 
the radiator, He steadied himself 
and appeared to be turning round 
as if to fire again, when the man 
beside me fired two shots from a 
Thompson sub-machine gun. 
“One of the shots struck Griffith, 
who lost control of the bicycle and 
fell on his face, the revolver flying 
from his hand. He was immediately 
attended by a priest, but had died 
before he reached Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital. A revolver holster and 
extra ammunition were found on his 
person,”
